world-wide. 
The1 speaker recalled 


that as (lie floweis were placed on 
the graves in East Hill yesterday 
morning, a similar, event was taking 
place ^across the water 
where the 


graves of the American dead were 
toeing decorated.

"We see the growth of Qiir ideas 


and influence, which has expanded, 
and is world wide," he continued. 
"The fruits of the victory recently 
entered into by us would not have 
bA?n possible had it not been for the 
victory' of the 
boys in Mne. Our 


boys in the late war fought for prin- 
ciples to preserve/our national life. 
These things mean democracy, free- 
dom and brotherhood, 
which are 


won only at great sacrifice and won- 
derful price. We have been making
